its annual Health Fair-Journey to Wellness. The event 
was held at the Chena building and was well participat- 
ed by the community. Over forty (40) vendors from all 
over Oklahoma attended. The fair welcomed over 300 
attendees. The Oklahoma Blood Institute Blood Mobile, 
Caring Van, Air Med OK Helicopter and Insure Forward 
set up outside and we had over thirty (30) blood do- 
nors. The Caring Van administered flu shots with the 
assistance of Perkins Family Clinic Staff and volunteers 
nursing students from Central Technology and Meridian 
Technology Center. In addition to Iowa elders, elders 
from the Sac and Fox Tribe, the Ponca Nation and the 
Kickapoo Tribe of Oklahoma also attended the event. 
The Sac and Fox Color Guard presented the colors; and 
the singers of the drum sang an honor song on behalf of 
Native American Veterans. A Fun Run/Fun Walk was 
also held in the morning and over forty (40) people par- 
ticipated.

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October is Domestic Violence Awareness month, one in three women and 
one in four men are victims of physical violence by an intimate partner within their lifetime. Domestic 
violence is a crime that impacts victims, the families involved and, directly or indirectly, the entire com- 
munity. 


Victims of domestic violence suffer physical injury, psychological distress and financial harm. Battering 
is the single major cause of injury to women, more significant than auto accidents, rapes and muggings. 
Being a victim of intimate partner violence has demonstrable negative psychological effects. Victims 
may become withdrawn and depressed. Such mental challenges impact a parent's ability to care for 
their family. Physical injuries and/or shame may cause a victim to miss work, often leading to financial 
distress. When victims flee from the abuser they strain social services for emergency or transitional 
housing. 

Domestic violence in a household impacts everyone in the family. Children who witness violence in the 
home are harmed in both overt and subtle ways. Children in violent homes often feel confusion, stress, 
and shame and fear they are the cause of the problems. Such children are 1/5 more likely to experi- 
ence significant behavioral and emotional problems. These problems often lead to excessive absences 
from school. Further, children from violent homes are at risk for learning to use violence for solving 
problems at home and at school. They may be at greater risk of becoming runaways, being suicidal or 
committing criminal acts as juveniles and adults. They are at higher risk of developing drug and alcohol 
problems or being involved in abusive relationships as batterers or victims. Children do not have to be 
abused themselves to be impacted by violence in the home. 

The Victims Assistance Program at the Iowa Tribe of Oklahoma provides services to support of victims 
of domestic violence. Referrals can be made to the program by law enforcement, social service agen- 
cies, family members or individual victims. The Victim Assistance Program can be contacted weekdays 
at (405) 547-4234 and nights and weekends at 1-855-486-4673. Advocacy and referral services are 
available to all members of the community. 

Program staff serves as a single point of contact and accountability as they work to coordinate federal, 
state, local and Tribal programs and services to meet the needs of domestic violence victims and usher 
them through the criminal justice system. Advocacy services for victims of domestic violence can begin 
at the scene of the crime and continue through the final resolution of a case. The types of services 
offered include crisis intervention, prevention, personal and legal advocacy, logistical assistance and 
education and awareness. 

Program staff is available to respond to a crime scene to begin immediate support services for the vic- 
tim. This may include crisis counseling and making assurances that the victim is safe from further harm. 
Personal advocacy may include referrals to other agencies for assistance as needed. Legal advocacy 
can include assistance in filing protection orders, information and notification about court proceedings, 
support during the investigation and court process and assistance in preparing victim impact state- 
ments. Logistical assistance can include help in arranging transportation and childcare so victims can 
attend court proceedings, medical appointments or other related services. Additionally, program staff 
works to educate victims of domestic violence to prevent re-victimization 


Domestic violence is a crime that causes harm to victims, families and entire communities. The Victim 
Assistance Program has services to help families experiencing domestic violence. If you are a victim or 
you know someone who is being victimized contact us weekdays at (405) 547-4234 and nights and 
weekends at 1-855-486-4673 Our services are free, confidential and compassionate. 


October is National Domestic Violence Awareness Month. The 
month-long observance reminds us to stay vigilant with our 
message that violence against women and girls must end! It 
also provides an opportunity for us to celebrate the Victors of 
intimate partner violence. Wear Purple Day is an event that 
brings the public out to promote awareness by wearing purple 
on a designated day. Long used as a symbol for women seeking 
justice the color purple is our rallying color for survivors to re- 
claim their power.

))) When choosing a costume, stay away from billowing 
or long trailing fabric. If your child is wearing a mask, 
make sure the eye holes are large enough so they can 
see out. 

))> Provide children with flashlights to carry for lighting 
or glow sticks as part of their costume. 


Use flashlights as alternatives 
to candles or torch lights when 
decorating walkways and yards. 
They are much safer for trick-or- 
treaters, whose costumes may 
brush against the lighting. 


))) Dried flowers, cornstalks and crepe paper are highly 
flammable. Keep these and other decorations well 
away from all open flames and heat sources, including 
light bulbs, and heaters. 

)>) It is safest to use a flashlight or battery-operated 
candle in a jack-o-lantern. If you use a real candle, 
use extreme caution. Make sure children are watched 
at all times when candles are lit. When lighting 
candles inside jack-o-lanterns, use long, fireplace- 
style matches or a utility lighter. Be sure to place lit 
pumpkins well away from anything that can burn and 
far enough out of way of trick-or-treaters, doorsteps, 
walkways and yards. 

)>> Remember to keep exits clear of decorations, so 
nothing blocks escape routes. 

))) Tell children to stay away from open flames. Be 
sure they know how to stop, drop and roll if their 
clothing catches fire. (Have them practice, stopping 
immediately, dropping to the ground, covering their 
face with hands, and rolling over and over to put the 
flames out.)

Tamara Hudgins Honored as Advocate of 

the Year 

During the yearly Partners for Change Domestic and 
Sexual Violence and Staking Conference Tamara 
Hudgins of the Iowa Tribe of Oklahoma's Victim Ser- 
vices Unit was awarded the 2015 Distinguished Ser- 
vice Award for Excellence in Service to Violence 
against Women. Tamara received this honor on the 
basis of her excellent work with victims, her commu- 
nity collaboration and her efforts towards systems 
change. 

Excellent Work With Victims 

The Victim Services Unit relies on Tamara to be a crisis intervention specialist. Because of her background and training she is excellent at 
putting clients in crisis at ease and building the rapport necessary as the program and the client work together to rebuild shattered lives. 
Besides being able to put clients at ease to share their stories. Tamara is compassionate, through and discerning in the questions she asks. 
She is extremely well versed in the various helping agencies and can offer effective advocacy for all sorts of different situations. Tamara 
maintains a counseling office and provides confidential counseling as needed. 

Community Collaboration 

Tamara is an active participant in the Coordinated Community Response Teams in Lincoln, Logan and Payne counties. She has a leadership 
role in the Lincoln/Pottawatomie CCRT where she regularly organizes outreach events. IN addition to her work with the CCRTs Tamara has 
developed close working relationships with the various police departments in the service area. She has worked with the Guthrie Police 
Chief to apply for, and receive, a grant to have a Victim Advocate embedded in their Department. Additionally, Tamara serves on the Okla- 
homa Prevention Leadership Committee. 

Efforts Towards System Change 




Tamara works hard to protect victims and keep offenders accountable. She is CLEET certified and has been busy providing roll call trainings 
over the new Lethality Assessment protocol. She is very mindful of the need for evidence-based prosecution. Towards this end she 
advocated for and received permission 

from the granting agency to purchase a 35 MM digital single lens reflex camera for evidence collection. She has been trained on the use of 
this new technology and is making the training and the camera available to police agencies. Tamara is adamant that if we want to work 
towards evidence-based prosecution we must give the police the tools they need to capture and preserve evidence. 

The Victim Services Unit is very proud of the work Tamara has done to support victims, collaborate in the community and her efforts to- 
wards systems change. We congratulate her on being honored as Ad|Vpcate of the Year.
